am ~PLANNING MANAGEMENT COORDINATION 


Planning Management Coordination is the title 
given to one of the sub-elements of the Compre- 
hensive Planning Program, which encompasses 
those work activities designed to aid in imple- 
menting plans which have been developed. It is 
the thrust given to providing information and dis- 
seminating data which will aid governmental and 
private interest decision-making. It further at- 
tempts to provide services which aid governmen- 
tal bodies and private interests in accomplishing 
some physical aspect of a Comprehensive Plan. 
One of these services it the PNRS (Project Notifi- 
cation and Review System) A-95 Clearinghouse 
Review function. The other major sub-element is 
the Information Map Series, which will be a con- 
tinuing work task for several fiscal years. 


Information Map Series 


This sub-element of Planning Management Coor- 
dination is designed to permit production of a 
series of maps, each depicting useful information 
in graphic form. 


Five broad categories of maps include Geographic 
Boundaries, Transportation Facilities, Special 
Land Uses, Socio-Economic Data and General 
Information. 


The base map shows the major existing streets 
and highways, the lakes and rivers, the conserva- 
tion and water catchment areas, other natural 
features and the County boundaries. 


The map prints are at a standardized scale of 
3/4" =1 mile and cover the entire area of Palm 
Beach County. Print size is 36” x 44”. 


The first maps produced are those which are gen- 
erally useful as base, or starting point maps. 
These include: 


(1) Section-Township-Range 

(2) Census Tracts 

(3) City Limits 

(4) County Commissioner Districts 
(5) Traffic Zones 

(6) Migrant Labor Camp Locations 


By standardizing the scale of the maps, it is possi- 
ble to merge various data items on one composite 
paper print for the analysis of the relationships 
which might be of significance. This standardiza- 
tion will also aid in developing an atlas of Palm 
Beach County. 


Present plans call for the development of this 
series in mylar reproducibles for use in making 
black and white ozalid prints. 


A-95 Clearinghouse Review 


Part of the normal staff work load of the Area 
Planning Board is the result of a requirement by 
the United States Office of Management and 
Budget that applications for Federal funding be 
reviewed by a designated Areawide Planning 
Agency functioning as a Clearinghouse. 


“A-95” is the identifying number of a Circular is- 
sued by the Office of Management and Budget, 
which details the functions and responsibilities of 
a Clearinghouse in performing its assigned duties. 


This process is also referred to as PNRS, which is 
an abbreviated title for, “PROJECT NOTIFICA- 
TION AND REVIEW SYSTEM”. It is indicative of 
the two basic functions of a Clearinghouse: 


(1) The distribution of notices to any and all po- 
tentially affected agencies and municipal or county 
jurisdictions of proposed projects or service pro- 
grams which might have some impact upon their 
particular area or duplicate some on-going pro- 
ject or program. 


(2) The review by the Areawide Planning Agency 
of the projects or program proposal, to determine 
if it is consistent with a Comprehensive Areawide 
Plan. 


The distribution of project notifications is deter- 


mined by the Clearinghouse, which requests that 
notified affected agencies comment on the pro- 
posals and return those comments within 30 days. 
Failure to respond within the allotted time is inter- 
preted as “no objection’. 


Since any program or project may have economic, 
social or environmental impact, the Clearinghouse 
concept was developed to provide a simplified 
method of notification and review to elicit com- 
ments and coordinate the responses and/or ob- 
jections which might become apparent as the re- 
sult of notification. If objections or adverse com- 
ments are received from those jurisdictions and/or 
agencies, the Clearinghouse attempts to resolve 
the issues locally. 


If they are not resolved, the Clearinghouse trans- 
mits its comments, along with copies of all com- 
ment letters received, to the applicant. These 


documents become a part of the formal applica- 
‘tion to the Federal funding agency.  } — 


Normally, two levels of Clearinghouses are estab- 
lished; the Metropolitan Clearinghouse and a 
State Clearinghouse. 


The Metropolitan Clearinghouse is responsible for 
notifying all locally affected jurisdictions and 
agencies; the State Clearinghouse has the same 
functions and responsibilities, except that it noti- 
fies only State departments and agencies and 
comments with respect to State plans. 


At the present time, 101 different Federally funded 
programs require Metropolitan Clearinghouse re- 
view under A-95 procedures. 


The Area Planning Board was certified by the 
Secretary of Housing and Urban Development as 
the Areawide Review Agency (Clearinghouse) for 
Palm Beach County, Florida. Notification of this 
certification was received June 20, 1967. Since 
that time, the Area Planning Board has processed 
over 125 applications by various municipalities, 
the County, and other agencies within Palm 
Beach County. 


The following tabulation shows the applications 
received by the Area Planning Board for the fiscal 
year July 1, 1972 through June 30, 1973. 


The total number of applications received by the 
Area Planning Board as shown in Table A will not 
correspond with the number shown in Tables B 


plications and/or the fact that a change of fund- 
ing agency occurred, or that an application was 
updated and re-submitted for review. 


The importance of the review process is under- 
scored by the amounts of money which are in- 
volved in the applications processed. During the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1973, the total cost for 
the projects, as proposed, amounted to $46,295,654. 
Of this total, $29,397,268 was requested from 
Federal funding sources; $7,561,549 was State 
share; and $9,336,832 the local share.
